NDP deems paper on social costs of problem too 'confusing'

The province has killed a 
report on the social costs 
of problem gambling and 
is refusing to make it pub¬ 
lic. 

The Tories originally 
commissioned the 

$212,000 report in 2007 to 
discover the true costs of 
problem gambling. 

Shortly afterward, a gov¬ 
ernment advisory board 
began criticizing the con¬ 
tractor’s methodology. 
When the NDP received 
the final draft last year it 
decided the problems 


were never fixed and the 
methodology was too 
flawed to be useful. The re¬ 
port was cancelled. 

Despite paying two- 
thirds of the cost, or about 
$140,000, the government 
is refusing to release the 
last draft of the study. 

“We stopped it in its 
tracks when we realized it 
was not going to give us 
reliable information,” said 
Industry Minister Marilyn 
More. 

“I read the draft report 
and it was confusing, it 
didn’t make sense. So I 
didn’t feel that it was reli¬ 
able enough to put out.” 

The province is still in 


talks with report author 
Anielslci Management and 
may have to pay even 
more for the stillborn 
study. 

More insists the study is 
valueless and would do 
more harm than good if 
the public could see it. 

“These are very sensi¬ 
tive issues. They have a 
huge impact on a number 
of Nova Scotian families,” 
she said. “It just doesn’t 
seem to make any sense to 
create anxiety and appre¬ 
hension around informa¬ 
tion that just isn’t accu¬ 
rate.” 

Liberal critic Leo Glavine 
said the report should be 


released so Nova Scotians, 
particularly those in addic¬ 
tion services, can make 
their own decisions about 
its value. 

He said the NDP is at¬ 
tempting to bury the 
study because it reveals 
disturbing elements about 
problem gambling in the 
province. 

“Government is truly ad¬ 
dicted to the revenue of 
VLTs and other forms of 
gaming as well,” he said. “I 
think this report was go¬ 
ing to be very revealing 
and it was going to require 
a change in direction 
around the way we do 
gaming in this province.”

Debate on 
parking 
rates put 
off again 

council Halifax Regional 
Council has deferred 
debate on potential 
parking rate hikes for the 
second week in a row. 

Council voted last night 
to defer the debate, asking 
municipal staff to study the 
issue and possible alterna¬ 
tives more fully. 

“I don’t think staff have 
fully explored all the 
options,” said South End 
Coun. Sue Uteclc. “I just 
don’t think... it would be 
smart business to be 
increasing the parking me¬ 
ters at this time.” 

A staff report presented 
to council last week recom¬ 
mends increasing the Hali¬ 
fax parking meter rate by 
50 cents per hour in both 
downtown Dartmouth and 
downtown Halifax. 

The hikes would put an 
extra $542,000 in HRM’s 
coffers for 2010-11 and an 
estimated $650,000 annual¬ 
ly. The extra funds would 
be welcome news to the 
municipality, which is fac¬ 
ing a $32.4-million deficit 
this year. 

But council appears hesi¬ 
tant to broach the subject. 
Last week, Downtown 
Coun. Dawn Sloane asked 
council to defer the debate 
until local business associa¬ 
tions could assess the eco¬ 
nomic impact of the hikes. 

Last night, council heard 
from representatives of the 
Spring Garden Business As¬ 
sociation and the 
Downtown Dartmouth 
Business Commission, 
which say the hike would 
discourage consumers from 
shopping downtown.

A $75-million hotel and 
condominium complex for 
the Halifax waterfront has 
been given the green 
light. 

The Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corporation Ltd. and 
the province announced 
yesterday they have ap¬ 
proved the project that will 
see a “boutique hotel,” 142 
residential units and 75,000 
square feet of retail space 
built between Salter Street 
and Bishop’s Landing. 

Construction is sched¬ 
uled to begin in spring of 
next year, with the build¬ 
ing’s footings scheduled to 
be in place by June 2011. 

The project could create 
as many as 900 direct and 
spin-off jobs, as well as 
more than $7 million in 
federal, provincial and mu¬ 
nicipal tax revenues, ac¬ 
cording to a provincial gov¬ 
ernment release. 

Ralph Medjuck’s Centen¬ 
nial Group Ltd. will take 
ownership of the 3.5-acre 
land, which currently hous¬ 
es a parking, lot in two 
months. 

The project is titled Salter 
Block and includes two 
“wave-shaped” buildings 
that are described as main¬ 
taining the view planes 
from Citadel Hill. 

The 12-storey residential 
section of the buildings will 
scale down towards the wa¬ 
ter, providing boardwalk- 
level shopping. 

Salter Block will also in¬ 
clude a one-acre public 
park, operated by the WD- 
CL. The space is slated to 
provide a venue for the arts

Justice officials announced 
Monday that Daniel Alexander 
Nowogorski, 31, died in the 
Central Nova Correctional Cen¬ 
tre in Burnside over the week¬ 
end. They said only that foul 
play was not suspected. 

Yesterday the man's mother 
told CBC News her son had 
hung himself and said she 
wanted to know how it could 
have happened.

seafood Thousands of 
pounds of Canadian 
lobster that couldn’t be 
flown to Europe because of 
grounded flights will be 
sent to the United States 
and Asia. 

Canada’s largest 
shellfish exporter, 

Halifax’s Clearwater 
Seafoods, says its revenues 
won’t be pinched too 
much by the delays 
because it’s a slow season 
for lobsters. 

Clearwater CEO Colin 
MacDonald says his 
company would have been 
affected more if the 
volcano erupted a few 
weeks from now, during 
peak lobster season. 

The crustaceans couldn’t 
make the usual 
transatlantic trip to 
Europe because so many 
planes have been ground¬ 
ed by Iceland’s recent vol¬ 
canic eruption. 

Lobsters makes up about 
20 per cent of business for 
the company and about 30 
per cent of those lobsters 
are sold in Europe. 

MacDonald estimates 
the disruption has prevent¬ 
ed about 10,000 pounds of 
lobster from being flown 
from Canada to Europe. 
That figure would have 
been in the hundreds of 
thousands during peak

“As Canada’s pop¬ 
ulation becomes 
increasingly di¬ 
verse, there are 
more opportu¬ 
nities for people 
to marry or form 
relationships with 
someone from a differ¬ 
ent ethno-cultural 
ground,” Statistics Canada 
said yesterday. “Mixed 
unions, including both mar¬ 


ried and common-law cou¬ 
ples, reflect one aspect of 
the diversity of families. 

“They vary according to 
characteristics such as gen¬ 
erational status of the 
spouses or partners, their 
birthplace and their partic¬ 
ular visible-minority

technology Tax refunds, El 
and pension cheques could 
be at stake as government 
computer systems get old, 
the auditor general warns. 

Despite the risk of fail¬ 
ure in computers at major 
agencies, including the 
Canada Revenue Agency 
and the El program, 
there’s no overall plan in 
place to solve what is a 
multibillion-dollar prob¬ 
lem. 

Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser’s latest report says 
many computer systems 
are still working, but as 
they age, many can’t be 
updated and they get more 
expensive to operate. 

The government has 


known about the risks of 
aging systems for a decade, 
but still isn’t putting 
enough money into up-to- 
date equipment and soft¬ 
ware, says the document. 

“The most damaging 
risk is that an aging critical 
system could break down 
and prevent the govern¬ 
ment from delivering key 
services to the public — 
such as issuing income-tax 
refunds and employment 
insurance and pension 
cheques,” said the report, 
released yesterday. 

Stockwell Day, president 
of the Treasury Board, said 
departments are working 
on plans to replace the sys¬ 
tems.

Worst yet to come? 

Second Icelandic volcano may be primed for eruption 


WASHINGTON The U.S. 
Supreme Court struck down a 
law yesterday aimed at banning 
videos that show graphic 
violence against animals, 
saying it violates the right to 


free speech. The justices, voting 
8-1, threw out the conviction of 
Robert Stevens, who was sen¬ 
tenced to three years for videos 
he made about dog fights.

For all the worldwide 
chaos that Iceland’s 
volcano has already creat¬ 
ed, it may just be the open¬ 
ing act. 

Scientists fear tremors at 
the Eyjafjallajolcull volcano 
could trigger an even more 
dangerous eruption at the 
nearby Katla volcano — cre¬ 
ating a worst-case scenario 
for the airline industry and 
travellers around the globe. 

A Katla eruption would be 
10 times stronger and shoot 
higher and larger plumes of 
ash into the air than its 
smaller neighbour, which 
has already brought Euro¬ 
pean air travel to a standstill 
for five days and promises 
severe travel delays for days 
more. 

The two volcanos are side 
by side in southern Iceland, 
about 20 kilometres apart

and thought to be connect¬ 
ed by a network of magma 
channels. 

Katla, however, is buried 
under ice 500 metres thick 
— the massive 
Myrdalsjokull gla¬ 
cier, one of Ice¬ 
land’s largest. 

That means it 
has more than 
twice the amount 
of ice that the cur¬ 
rent eruption has 
burned through — threaten¬ 
ing a new and possibly 
longer aviation standstill 
across Europe. 


Pall Einarsson, professor 
of geophysics at the Insti¬ 
tute of Earth Sciences at the 
University of Iceland, said 
one volcanic eruption some¬ 
times causes a nearby vol¬ 
cano to explode, and Katla 
and Eyjafjallajolcull have 
been active in tandem in the 
past. In fact, the last three 
times that Eyjafjallajolcull 
erupted, Katla did as well.

C an you say Eyjafjalla- 
jokull? Never mind. 
It’s hard enough just 
spelling it. 

The aforementioned Ice¬ 
landic tongue tickler does¬ 
n’t have the same electrify¬ 
ing verbal impact as Kralca- 
toa or Vesuvius, both of 
which sound appropriately 


volcanic. 

Krakatoa Katie, she 
weren’t no lady, but Eyjaf- 
j allajokull has wreaked 
global havoc just the same, 
thanks to tonnes of vol¬ 
canic ash it has unleashed 
into the atmosphere, shut¬ 
ting down flights over Eu¬ 
rope. Turns out jet engines 
and grit don’t go together. 

In the last week, the cost 
of Eyj afj allajokull’s erup¬ 
tion has been more than 
9-11. The airline industry 
alone is losing $200 million 
per day, never mind 
tourism, trade, financials 
and all of the industries 
that rely on intercontinen¬ 


tal air travel to keep them 
going. 

And as I write, that damn 
volcano is belching new 
clouds of ash into the at¬ 
mosphere, releasing more 
carbon than the annual out¬ 
put of a mid-size European 
country like Sweden or 
Poland. 

Remember when air trav¬ 
el was a glamorous adven¬ 
ture? Now, thanks to Eyjaf- 
jallajokull and al-Qaida, it’s 
a black comedy set entirely 
in the “terminal,” a word 
with chilling implications: 
If the volcano keeps going, 
as volcanoes do, it could 
shut down air travel for 


years. 

And what would that 
mean if we couldn’t fly any 
more? 

Civilization lapses back 
into the slow lane. Even the 
fastest train travels at less 
than half the speed of a 
commercial jet into a head¬ 
wind. 

It’s difficult to imagine. 
No more strawberries from 
South America in Januaiy. 
We’d have to gnaw on roots 
from the cellar during 
those long winter months. 
Eat local... or starve. 

Distances become mean¬ 
ingful again as we are 
forced to relax into road 


trips and slow boats to 
everywhere. Exotic locales 
become exotic again, and 
that includes Hawaii, Puer¬ 
to Vallarta and Pismo 
Beach. We are forced, by ne¬ 
cessity, to rediscover our 
own neighbourhoods and 
communities. All roads lead 
through Winnipeg, the 
Chicago of the North. 

The recovery of the econ¬ 
omy, which depends on the 
speed of sound for its 
bounce, lapses into a slow 
turnaround, and multina¬ 
tionals lose their prefixes. 
Web conferences turn con¬ 
vention centres and hotels 
into mausoleums. We plow 


them up into urban gar¬ 
dens and grow parsnips to 
supplement our meagre 
meals. 

How likely is this night¬ 
mare scenario? Not very. 
(Which is almost too bad: It 
has a dreamy dimension 
that’s hard to deny.) At 
some point, the human en¬ 
terprise will rise to the chal¬ 
lenge and build a volcano- 
proof jet. But the lesson is 
clear: Don’t discount Moth¬ 
er Nature just yet. She’s full 
of hard-to-spell surprises.

BoC spurs largest jump in months 


The loonie posted its 
biggest single-day gain in 
nine months yesterday fol¬ 
lowing a bullish economic 
forecast from Canada’s 
central bank. 

The Canadian dollar was 
up 1.58 cents at 100.12 
cents US after the Bank of 
Canada signalled it may 
raise rates very soon — a 
move that would likely in¬ 
crease international de¬ 
mand for Canadian bonds 
and dollars. 

Earlier, the loonie had 
gained as much as 1.76 
cents to 100.30 cents US. 

The central bank project¬ 
ed that Canada’s economy 
will grow a faster-than- 
expected 3.7 per cent this 
year, and inflation will also 
move higher. In its last fore¬ 
cast in Januaiy, the bank 
said the economy would 
grow 2.9 per cent in 2010. 

Because of the strong 
economic outlook, the 
Bank of Canada said it was 
withdrawing its condition¬ 
al commitment to keep the 


100.12 

The Canadian dollar closed 
at 100.12 cents US yesterday 
after a gain of 1.58 cents US. 

key lending rate at its cur¬ 
rent record low of 0.25 per 
cent until the end of June. 
That sets the stage for a 
quarter-point or even a 
half-point hike on June 1. 

The Canadian dollar will 
remain strong as long as 
investors expect the bank 
to raise rates and tighten 
the money supply. But a 
high loonie could, in turn, 
force the bank to cut rates 
again later in the year, said 
Danielle Park of Venable 
Park Investment Counsel 
in Barrie, Ont. 

“They started to hike 
(rates) in ’02 and then had 
to backtrack because they 
realized the economy was 
not recovering as strongly 
as they’d hoped,” Park said.

David Bailey’s newest bas¬ 
ketball home in Rochester 
is a comfortable one. 

The former Halifax Rain¬ 
men forward signed with 
the Rochester RazorSharks 
last summer and couldn’t 
be happier with his deci¬ 
sion, as he suddenly finds 
himself just two wins away 
from a Premier Basketball 
League title. 

Although Bailey said he 
misses Halifax’s diehard 
fans more than anything 
else, the RazorSharks have 
been a better fit for him on 
the court. 

“The biggest difference 
(from Halifax to Rochester) 
is I was able to build a ca¬ 
maraderie with these 
guys,” Bailey said. “Hali¬ 
fax, there was a lot of 
swapping of players 
(through cuts, signings and 
trades), and it was hard to 
get that chemistry going. 

“It’s different when you 
have a longevity with the 
guys ... It leads you to do 
things unconsciously on 
the court, which is a big 
part of winning.” 

The RazorSharks’ start¬ 
ing five — which also fea¬ 
tures another Rainmen 
alumnus in Glen Dandridge 
— has essentially remained 
unchanged all season. 

Bailey, meanwhile, is 
one of four bench players 
who have been around 
from Day 1. 

The six-foot-eight native 
of Baltimore, Md. averaged 
15.3 minutes per game this 
season, contributing 6.0 
points, 4.5 rebounds and 16 
blocks in 20 games. 

Those numbers are a 
slight decrease from his 
Rainmen statistics from 
2009. 


® Glen Dandridge has turned 
his game around with the 
Rochester RazorSharks.

The last few years have 
seen a decline in employ¬ 
ment among young Cana¬ 
dians almost matched by 
a rise in enrolment in 
graduate school, 
according to Statistics 
Canada figures. 

The number of grad stu¬ 
dents rose by five percent¬ 
age points in the 
2007/2008 academic year 
and the employment rate 
among Canadians aged 15 
to 24 declined by 8.7 per¬ 
centage points between 
2008 and 2009. 

David Ablett, a financial 
planner with Investors 
Group in Winnipeg, says 


people should weigh the 
investment required for 
upgrading education 
against the likely benefits. 

“Grad school can offer 
career opportunity, per¬ 
sonal growth, fulfillment 
and achievement. It can al¬ 
so leave you in consider¬ 
able debt,” says Ablett. 
“When weighing the op¬ 
tions, it’s best to under¬ 
stand the ways you’ll fi¬ 
nance your decision.” 

He cites Stats Can fig¬ 
ures for 2005 saying the 


average income for a per¬ 
son with a bachelors de¬ 
gree was $58,767. For a 
grad degree, that rose 18 
per cent to $69,230. Over a 
30-year working period, 
that would equal an earn¬ 
ings boost of about 
$313,890. 

An MBA costs about 
$50,000 on average and an 
EMBA (executive MBA) 
about $90,000. If a student 
had to borrow the entire 
cost, a debt of $50,000 
would take 15 years of 
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rise, as youth employment rate declines

$400-a-month payments at 
five per cent interest to 
clear. 

Further education also 
takes you out of the work¬ 
force for a number of 
years, costing several 
years’ salary. 

“Investing in education 
can be lucrative, but it is a 
big financial commitment 
and the decision needs to 
be weighed along with 
other life goals like own¬ 
ing a home, providing for 
a family and your retire¬ 
ment,” Ablett says. 

Would-be students in 
the workforce have advan¬ 
tages, he adds. They might 
have enough in savings to 
pay for all or part of their 
educational upgrade, in¬ 
cluding money drawn 
from RRSPs via tax-free 
withdrawals with the life¬ 
long learning program. 

“You can take out up to 
$20,000 over a four-year 
period. Once you’ve fin¬ 
ished your course of study, 
you’ve got ten years to 
make the repayments to 
your plan,” he says. 

Workers can also take 
advantage of the tax-free 
savings account intro¬ 


duced a couple of years 
ago to sock away savings 
for future studies. 

Potential students 
should also check out 
what bursaries and grants 


are available to offset the 
cost of tuition. Women 
pursuing doctoral studies, 
for example, can apply for 
a Canada Study Grant, 
Ablett notes.

changed much in the three 
years since its launch, it re¬ 
mains an impressive lesson 
in packaging. 

Somehow, Nissan man¬ 
aged to carve out a relative¬ 
ly grand interior from a 
modestly sized body. The 
design is hit-or-miss, 


though. The five-door 
hatch is pert, if not pretty, 
but the four-door sedan is 
awkward and best forgot¬ 
ten. 

While there is a four- 
door door-crasher special 
with a less powerful 1.6- 
litre four-cylinder engine, 
starting with the hatch¬ 
back improves things con¬ 
siderably. 

Using a 122-hp 1.8-litre 
engine, the Versa is not a 
rocket, but using the six- 
speed manual transmission 
means it’s easy to control.

able, and good gearing 
means it doesn’t inspire 
panic during passing ma¬ 
noeuvres.

The best part is that Ver¬ 
sa starts at a very reason¬ 
able $14,198 although if 
you bring straight cash, 
you can get into a no-op- 
tion sedan for four figures. 

Nissan’s biggest prob¬ 
lem? That the Versa is so 
good at its job that the cur¬ 
rent one-size-up Sentra still 
can’t deliver a solid reason 
why anyone should spend 
the extra money.

Head-scratchers and showstoppers

he auto show “sea¬ 
son” is more or 
less over. It starts 
every fall, in either 
Paris or Frankfurt, 
and winds up in April in 
New York. 

In the intervening 
months we see major auto 
shows in places like Tokyo, 
Shanghai, Detroit, Montre¬ 
al, Chicago, Toronto, Gene¬ 
va, Vancouver, and this year 
even Flin Flon — though 
that was probably an acci¬ 
dent and not likely to be re¬ 
peated. 

So let’s take stock of 
some of the finer and/or 
more interesting debuts 
we saw this season, be¬ 
cause they could represent 
significant trends moving 
forward, and it’s never a 
bad idea to contemplate 
bright, shiny objects. 


Personal Transport Re-Think 

Of the “envelope push¬ 
ers” concepts brought to 
light this year, my faves 
were the Volkswagen LI 
and Nissan Land Glider. 
Both position the passenger 
directly behind the driver, 
like on a motorcycle. The LI 
is so named because its 
diesel-electric powertrain 
only needs 1 L of fuel to 
travel 100 kms. It looks like 
a big cigar, or worse. 

The Nissan Glider is an 
EV, but its most cunning at¬ 
tribute is that it can lean 
like a motorcycle (up to 17 
degrees), which should 
make it a blast (or at least 
interesting) to drive. 

Also of note in this cate¬ 
gory is the Honda 3R-C Con¬ 
cept, a fully enclosed single¬ 
seat, three-wheeled device 
running on battery power. 
It looks aggressively high- 
tech, I’m guessing, so 
maybe you don’t feel so vul¬ 
nerable in your smallness. 

Future High performance 

This is a really exciting 
category, as automakers are 
realizing that electric pow¬ 
er can simultaneously boost 
power and lower emissions. 


When you make stunning 
e-rides like the Audi e-Tron 
concepts, our conversion to 
electric propulsion will be 
done with little duress. 

One of the genuine sur¬ 
prises at the recent Geneva 
show was another car in 
this vein — the Porsche 918 
Spyder. This concept com¬ 
bines the 500-hp V8 from 
the RS prototype races with 
two electric motors, for an 
additional 218 horses. It can 


go 198 mph and get 78 mpg 
ifyoubabyit. 

Significant high volume 

The 2012 Focus compact 
represents Ford’s first truly 
global platform — versions 
will be literally made and 
sold in every comer of the 
planet. A slick wagon/mini¬ 
van version called C-Max is 
particularly compelling. 
Aided by the equally new Fi¬ 
esta, it should re-establish 


Ford as a small-vehicle pow¬ 
erhouse. 

The new Buiclc Regal is 
equally global; it's currently 
produced in China where 
it’s selling like hot cakes, 
and will soon be built in 
Canada. 

It’s based on platform 
that also underpins Open 
Insignia, Buiclc LaCrosse, 
and the upcoming Cadillac 
XTS. The Regal GS concept 
unveiled in Detroit, with 


all-wheel drive and a 255-hp 
2.0-litre turbo, tells us that 
Buiclc is (finally) serious 
about attracting younger 
buyers. 

Significant head-scratchers 

At Detroit, sitting by it¬ 
self, with no display materi¬ 
al or fanfare was a Lancia 
Delta fitted with a Chrysler 
grille. Lancia is one of the 
brands owned by Chrysler’s 
parent company, Fiat. Not 
only did it seem odd, but al¬ 
so no one at Chrysler 
seemed interested in con¬ 
veying why it was there. 

Equally upsetting was the 
Aston Martin Cygnet — a 
very small and cheap Toy¬ 
ota id dressed in Aston Mar¬ 
tin finery. 

The Cygnet would only 
be sold to current Aston 
Martin owners, presum¬ 
ably for them to drive on 
city errands and such, when 
piloting their regular As¬ 
tons might be deemed 
overkill. Speaking of death, 
this column is done!

Stepping back through time 

Denmark village gives tourists a taste of Iron Age living

It sounds like a vacation 
designed by kids — play¬ 
ing outside in the sun, 
with random farmyard an¬ 
imals to torment, 
swimming in lakes, sleep¬ 
ing under the stars and ab¬ 
solutely no baths. 

For a weelc.Which is 
weird because this is the 
Iron Age Village at Lejre, in 
Denmark — an experi¬ 
mental archaeology centre 
set in 100 breathtalcingly 
beautiful acres.It’s basical¬ 
ly the Stone Age, Iron Age, 
or Viking era here and 
you’re thrown into it with 
a pretty much sink or 
swim attitude. 

Lejre is a living museum 
and for a week you are ex¬

pected to wear the clothes, 
do the work and live the 
lifestyle of our 2000-year- 
old ancestors — often to 
the bemusement of other 
visiting Danish tourists. 

But don’t get bent out of 
shape, failing is part of the 
fun. And, after the initial 
culture shock, the whole 


experience makes your 
modern family entertain¬ 
ment options seem impos¬ 
sibly tame in comparison. 

You will share your time 
with about 25 others as 
you walk on bare earth, 
sleep on sheepskins and 
bathe in the lake. 

Your toilet? It will be a 


hole in the ground — try 
not to make a mess. 

You will work four or 
five hours a day forging 
iron, weaving rope, grind¬ 
ing flour, fetching water — 
whatever needs doing to 
make the village run you 
will be doing it. 

Hard labour may not 
seem like much fun but as 
you lose your self in the 
era you will begin to love 
that too.Because this is not 
just another whacky camp¬ 
ing trip but both a valu¬ 
able experiment and a real 
conduit to another era — 
one with no TV, no media, 
and no deadlines other 
than sunrise and sunset. 

And its amazing how 
connected you soon feel to 
our ancestors and how 
much smarter they sud¬ 
denly seem to be.

Oceans come to life 



Oceans is an extraordinary technical achievement for Disney.

Four years in the making 
with an unprecedented 
scale of production, 
Disney’s latest nature fea¬ 
ture Oceans is an extraor¬ 
dinary technical achieve¬ 
ment. 

Audiences are treated to 
remarkable images of un¬ 
dersea life that have never 
been seen before because 
the technology and re¬ 
sources to capture the 
footage didn’t exist. 

When the movie opens 
on Earth Day, cinema 
screens will be filled with 
stunning high-definition 
images of blue whales, dol¬ 
phins, sharks, and other 
oceanic favourites in a 
scope that will demand 
jaws to drop. 


It’s a cinematic experi¬ 
ence that has never quite 
been delivered before, just 
ask Rob Stewart a longtime 
Canadian underwater pho¬ 
tographer and director of 
the Oscar-nominated docu¬ 
mentary Sharlcwater. 

“I honestly felt a 
little divided be¬ 
tween jealousy and 
excitement about 
what was 

achieved,” Stewart 
told Metro. “They 
lived our (dream): To be 
able to spend as much time 
underwater as you want 
with the best camera tech¬ 
nology in every ocean on 
the planet to delivery the 
majesty of this world to the 
public in a new way.” 

Stewart was able to spend 
time on the set of Oceans 
and admits to being blown 
away by the scale of the pro¬ 


duction that co-directors 
Jacques Perrin and Jacques 
Cluzaud (Winged Migra¬ 
tion) had assembled. Stew¬ 
art describes the filming 
process as being “radically 
different” from anything 
he’d seen before. 

“The way I made a 
movie was with one 
camera, two assis¬ 
tants and me. They 
had between 20 and 
30 people on set 
with joystick cameras, 
remote control vehicles, 
and robots with cameras 
built into them. They basi¬ 
cally took the best of the 
technology from the sur¬ 
face and make it available 
underwater” revealed the 
director. 

“It was a totally different 
way of shooting and that’s 
why they got these images 
that are perfect, crisp, and 


beautiful.” 

Oceans might expand the 
possibilities of what can be 
done in this medium in the 
future, but it’s not simply a 
technical exercise. The 
movie also sends a strong 
message about the impor¬ 
tance of conservation, fea¬ 
turing some sobering satel¬ 
lite images of pollution 
flooding into the oceans. 

“The satellite images 
show pollution run off from 
agriculture, fertilizers, and 
nitrates have caused dead 
zones in the oceans. These 
are areas with no life what¬ 
soever. There are over 400 
dead zones in the oceans in¬ 
cluding one that takes up 
most of the Gulf of Mexico,” 
explained Stewart. 

“That’s why the movie 
Oceans is so important. To 
the general public the 
oceans are out of sight and 


out of mind. They don’t 
know that 90 per cent of 
life on Earth lives in the 
oceans or that oceans give 
us 70 per cent of the oxygen 
in the air that we breathe. 

“So, to bring people the 
majesty of the life underwa¬ 
ter is going to give them an 
appreciation for these ani¬ 
mals and make them care 
about the fact that they are 
being destroyed.” 

It’s a strong and impor¬ 


tant message that will 
hopefully raise awareness 
for such environmental 
concerns. 

Audiences who see the 
film during the first week 
of release will actually help 
the cause as a portion of the 
proceeds will be donated to 
ocean conservation. Just 
think, you can actually help 
the environment from the 
comfort of an air condi¬ 
tioned movie theater.

Chicken with

INGREDIENTS: 

2 1/2 to 3 pounds chicken 
breasts, thighs, and drum¬ 
sticks 

4 cups lower-sodium 
chicken broth (page 67) 

2 large carrots, cut into 
1/2-inch slices 
1 large onion, chopped 
1/4 tsp each salt and pep¬ 
per 

1 package medium-size 
regular noodles 

1/4 cup cold water 

2 tbsp all-purpose flour 

METHOD: 

1. Remove and discard 
chicken skin. Rinse chick¬ 
en; drain and pat dry. In 
Dutch oven, combine 
chicken, broth, carrots, 
onion, salt and pepper. 
Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, 30 
minutes or until chicken 
is cooked through. 
Remove chicken from 
broth mixture. Set broth 


mixture aside. Cool chick¬ 
en; remove and discard 
bones. Cut meat into bite- 
size pieces. 

2. Bring broth mixture to 
boil over high heat. Add 
noodles. Return to boil. 
Lower heat and simmer, 
covered, 6 minutes. 

3. Add chicken. In small 
bowl, whisk cold water 
and flour. Stir into chick¬ 
en mixture. Cook, stirring 
constantly, until mixture 
starts to thicken. Cook 
and stir 2 minutes more or 
until mixture is thickened. 
Serve over mashed 
potatoes.
